When a city is selected as the meeting place of 


the Dry Farming Congress it meani much »or« 
than its choice for a convention of th« ordinary 
kind. It means that the city is to be the headquar- 
ters of the international dry farming movement for 
»n entire yew prior to the convention. All corre- 
spondence and_business connected with_th_e Jnititu- 
tlon Is carried on in the convention city and for 
this reason alone a \ast amount of valuable adver- 
tising is derived. 


In th« last two or throe years the dry farming 


movement has developed wonderfully. 
The term 


4iy tagging is really a misnomer, and partly for 
this reason the *hole Idea has been greatly mis- 
understood and misrepresented. There are still 
many pstypl* *ho think that dry faming is * ftike 
process of legerdemain whereby farmers are expected 
to raise wonderful crops on absolutely arid land 
Aa a matter of fact neither magic nor ch*«ce is In- 
volved in the Idea; on the contrary it is eirrrry a 
method of cultivating the soil in such a way that 
most of the rainfall is retained in the ground instead 
Of being allowed to evaporate. If no rain falls ->f 
course there can be no crops

enough to produce crops if it can be 
kept in the ground during the growing 


season. The men who have developed the dry farm- 


^ing process have found a way to treat t*»« soil In 


such manner as to bring about this end. It requires 
intelligence and a \ast amount of hard work and 
therefore is a business which a stupid or lasy man 
would do well to let alone. However, there are thiu- 
aands of energetic farmers all over the West whe> 
have succeeded at it, thereby proving thnt it Is not 
a theory but an actual working method. 


Of course, dry farming- cannot create the wealth 


per acre that comes from Irrigation, but its Impor- 
tance to the West is fully as great as that of Irriga- 
tion because of the vastly larger areas susceptible to 
Improvement by the dry farming method. 
The 


acreage that can be redeemed by irrigation is ex- 
tremely limited, for irrigation presupposes an ex- 
tensive water mipplv close at hand. After the last 
ditch h«8 been built and the last drop of available 
water turned on the land there will still remain mil- 
lions of acres which contain all the elements of 
fertility and lack onlj the magic touch of Mater to 
make them enormously producth e The only hope of 
ever making such lands produce crops lies in the ap- 
plkatlon of dry farming methods, and when these 
methods have been perfected and applied to their 
fullest extent it will mean a degree of development 
for the West vastlv greater th»n is now realized.
